Her doctors say she suffered a 
rare condition known δὰ sotas synd- 
rome, which causes big bone growth 
called ‘“gigantism,” behavioural 
problems and often mental retarda- 
tion. They claimed she has reached 
Puberty, 15 capable of becoming 
Pregnant and could produce 
malformed children which a caring 
society should seek to prevent. 

However, the case has been com- 
plicated by the split in raedical opi- 
nion about the long-term effects of 
svtos syndrome. The case came to 
light when the psychologist. 
Margaret Hamidi, found out about 
the doctors’ plans and objected. She 
works at'the special school the girl 
attends in Sheffield. 

“She is not mentally retarded," 
Hamidi decinred. “She's clumsy 
and below average, but in the past 
two years she's improved con- 
siderably. She learned to swim, ride 
a cycle and waik upstaira nor- 
matily."" 

One of the doctors, Ronald Gordon, 
retorted: “This girl can never be 
normal. She has a high chance of 
producing another abnormal child.” 

Gordon, a 60-year-old paediatri- 
clan with two norma) children of his 
own, said the girl's mother had con- 
sented to allow the child to be 
sterilized and the girl herself un- 
derstood the implications. 

However, human rights lobbyist 
Donald Gould bas declared: ‘Dr. 
Gordon cannot have it both ways. If 
the girl is as retarded as he would 
have us believe, then she certainly 
must be incapable of giving any kind 
of informed consent.

THE SUPREME COURT dismissed 
an appeal against ἃ decision of the 


Jerusalem District Court, delivered 


on January 18, 1973. 

‘The appellants were owners of two 
reapective plots on Mount Scopus. In 
January, 1968, the Minister of 
Finance acquired these plots for 
public purposes under the Land 
{Acquisition for Publie Purposes} 
Ordinance, 1943, after duly 
publishing notice of his intention to 
do so in Reshumot. The Minister, 
however, neglected to serve a copy 
of this notice to the owners, aa re- 
quired by section 5 of the Ordinance, 
doing 80 only in Getober, 1988, by 
which time land on Mount 
had gone up considerably in value. 

The appellants were unable to 
Teach 2greement with the State on 
the amount of compensation to be 
paid them and applied to the 
Jerusalem District Court to fix the 
compensation, arguing that the 
yardstick for compensation should 
be the value of the land in October, 
ae taped they first recelved official 
notice that it uired 
the Printstes ois been aca wr 

The District Court regretfully 
dismissed this contention, on the 
grounds that section 12(b) of the Or- 
dinance leaves no room for doubt 
that the compensation must be 
assessed in accordance with the 
value of the land at the time the 
notice of intention to acquire it was 
publisked in Reshumot — that is, in 
January, 1968. 

Section 12 1b) provides that in es- 
ttmating the compensation to be 
awarded for any land, ‘the vaiue of 
the land shall be taken to be the 
amount which the land, if sold in the 
open market by a willing seller, 
might be expected to realize at the 
time when the Minister published in 
Reshumot the notice of intention to 
acquire the same.“ In the appeal 
against the District Court decision, 
Mr. A. Spaer appeared for the 
appellants and Mr. H. Berinson, 
Assistant State Attorney, for the 
respondent.

Justice Kister concurring, first con- 
sidered the appellants’ invitation to 
the Supreme Court to take its 
courage into its own hands and hold 
that the compensations should be fix- 
ed im accordance with the value of 
the land at the time the court makes 
ita assessment, in the light, first. of 
the fact that such compensation is 
usually paid only after protracted 
litigation in the courts, with the 
result that the inroads of inflation 
reduce its worth drastically if the 
date of the acquisition notice be 
deemed to be the operative one, and, 
secondly, of recent English 
precedents. 

With all the sympathy which he 
might have for essed lan- 
downers, he held, he could not accept 
this invitation as his hands were 
completely tied by the unambiguaus 
wording of the law. 

Justice Landau then went on to 
consider the appellants’ application 
for damages becausé of the 
Minister's failure to fulfil his 
statutory duty to send the lan- 
downers a copy of the notice of inten- 
tion to acquire their land at the time 
it was actually acquired. It should be 
recalled.he noted, that the Supreme 
Court held, in C.A. 451,64 (Ὁ. Ὁ. 
19,540), that if the competent 
authority does not give the lan- 
downer the required notice under 
section 5, then the latter has a cause 
of action for dameges, under section 
of the Civil Wrongs Ordinance, on 
the grounds of a breach of statutory 
duty. He himself held that only the 
“natural Increase" of the money lost 
due to the devaluation should be 
taken into account, without giving 
any consideration to the increase in 
velue of the land due to externa! cir- 
cumstances. This placed the Jand- 
owner in exactly the same situation 
as he would have been if he had been 
given lawful notice of the acquisition 
of his land at the time prescribed by 
section 5, and had, at that time, 
purchased alternative land. 
However. he continued, both Justice 
Witkon and the District Court had 
expressed their doubts as to the 
fairness of linking the calculation of 
losses to the landowner exclusively 
to the depreciation in the value of 
money, and were of the opinion that 
it might possibly be more just in 
some cases to calculate the lan- 
downer's losses in accordance with 
the rise in the price of land. He, for 
his part, held Justice Landau, 
elected (save for certain exceptional 
cases) to associate the loss to the 
Jandowner solely with the devalua- 
tion of the currency, for two reasons: 
first, in order not to depart too much 
from the principle of evaluating the 
land at the time the notice of acquisi- 
tion was published; and, secondly, 
because he preferred a rule which 
could be applied without any 
reference to the special cir- 
cumstances of each individual case, 
the study of which would inevitably 
lead to complications and delays. 

As to the manner of calculating 
the devaluation of the money, con- 
cluded Justice Landau, this had uot 


_ been discussed iy the Supreme Court . 
precedents as it had not been at. 


~ issue. But he was of the opinion that 
the best and fairest criterion for such 
a calculation was the cost-of-living 
index, 
On the basis of the above con- 
clusions, held Justice Landau, the 
appeal should be dismissed. 


Justice Witkon 

Justice Witkon concurred with 
Justice Landau's opinion concerning 
the interpretation of section 12 (b) of 
the Ordinance. In so far as the 
amount of compensation payable for 
the respondent’s breach of his 
statutory duty was concerned, 
however, he had some dissenting 
comments to make. 

The issue here was, he said, the

In other words, the tissue was 
whether the value of money should 
be calculated in relationship to the 
cost-of-living Index, or in 
relationship to the market price of 
land, or in relationship to some other 
criterion, and this question had not 
been settled in previous Supreme 
Court precedents. 

‘The appellants had argued. con- 
tinued Justice Witkon, that the 
falrest criterion would be the price of 
land at the tlme the acquisition was 
brought to their notice, and there is 
no doubt that if this argument were 
allowed, it would be greatly to their 
advantage, as the value of land on 
Mount Scopus went up by leaps and 
bounds after the Six Day War. He 
himself was of the opinion, be held, 
that although, in general, in the 
absence of any special cause to the 
contrary, the cost-of-living index 
was the most just and fair criterion, 
nevertheless he thought it should be 
applied only If its effect would be to 
restore the landowner to the same 
position as that in which he would 
shave been if he had recetved his 
‘compensation for his acquisitioned 
land, without any delay, on the day it 
was acquired, and if its application 
could be reconciled with the rule of 
foreseeability quoted above. 

As. however, he continued, there 
were occasions when both these re- 
quirements would not be met, he 
could see no justification for a 
general ban against assessing the 
damages payable to a landowner on 
the basis of the rise in the price of 
land, and for tying this assessment 
inseverably to the principle of 
devaluation of money. For it was not. 
always desirable to apply simple and 
all-embracing formulae to the con- 
cept of justice. On the contrary, real 
justice sometimes requires variety 
and distinctions in line with the cir- 
cumstances of each, individual 
case. ἃ 

The particular case under con- 
sideration, however, concluded 
Justice Witkon, was a far cry from 
one in which it would be justifiable to 
hold that the competent authority 
should have foreseen that the 


‘ appellants would have immediatety 


bought other land in the same vicini- 
ty if they had known of the acquisi- 
tion of their land at the proper time. 
Furthermore, the period of time 
which had elapsed before the 
appellants became aware of the fact 
that their land had been acquired 
‘was so short as to make it difficult to 
imagine that if they had received the 
notice in due time they would have 
received their compensation any 
earlier. 

In short, he held, he concurred 
that the appeal should be dismissed 
and that the appellants were entitled 
to compensation only for the loss in 
valve of their money on the basis of 
the cost-of-living index.

WAS THE JOURNEY really 
necessary? The final meetings 
with U.S. Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger and Chancellor 
Helmut Schmidt had been con- 
cluded. The Star of David had 
been hauled down and the iast of 
the helicoptors had lifted off, 
bound for Cologne Airfield 
where, 2s the programme had‘it, 
Israel Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin was due for a formal 
leave-taking ‘‘with full military 
honours." " : 

The visit was over, and the magic 
(press card that had gained us entry 
into places forbidden to ordinary 
mortals was just another piece of 
paper now. All we were left with 
‘were our own conclusions: that, in 
fact, precious little had happened. 

Germany had wagged its finger at 
us. Henry Kissinger had come to 
listen, and Yitzhak Rabin had not 
been in a mood for concessions. 

It was clear that nobody seemed 
to like Mr. Rabin's idea of a gradual 
and possibly prolonged interim 
phase as the next step towards a 
Middle East settiement. The 
“Frankfurter Allgemeine Zeitung" — 
which reveals today what the Bonn 
Foreign Ministry admits only 
tomorrow — said this was so. 

Officially, Mr. Rabin's four-day 
visit to the Federal Republic did of 
course have purposes otber than the 
discussion of the Middle East situa- 
tion. Ten years of diplomatic 
relations between the two countries 
were to be capped by this first-ever 
visit of an Israe] Prime Minister to 
Germany. 

It was to complete a cycle of what 
the German Foreign Office likes to 
refer to as the normalization of 
relations between the two countries. 
Yitzhak Rabin constantly referred to 
“a bridge to the future without 

the past.” He said it at 
Bergen-Belsen. He said so again at 
the Palais Schaumburg, at 
Schmidt's official reception and also 
at Vila Hammerschmidt, where he 
called on President Scheel.

THE ARAB BOYCOTT has 
many ugly faces and the ugliest 
of all belong to a handful of large 
U.S. banks and shipping com- 
panies, says Arnold Forster, 
general counsel of the American 
Bnai Brith's Anti-Defamation 
League.

view with The Jerusalem Post 
this week. Forster also assailed 
the World Jewish Congress and 
its head, Nahum Goldmann, for 
“their bald chufzpa in announ- 
cing they would henceforth lead 
the fight against the Arab 
boycott and invite us to join in. 
“Why the ADL launched the 
‘Battle of the Boycott’ back in 
1952, and has virtually been the 
only organization in the fray 
since then,” he added. Though 
generally recognized as a con- 
servative Jewish fraternal 
tion, Bnai Brith is com- 
mitted — and very steadfastly so 
—toarelentless war on the Arab 
boycott. Says Forster: ‘The 
boycott is not an ephemeral 
economic act. It is a potent 
political bludgeon with which the 
Arabs hope to destroy the State 
of Israel. This is bald anti- 
Semitism, and we do not intend 
- to stand by doing nothing.” 
Abetting the boycott more 
than anyone else, he claims, are
